Remember that a dairy cow 
breathes out between one and two 
gallons of water every day. In a 
forty-cow herd, this could amount to 
eighty gallons of water being absorb- 
ed by the air — and much of it con- 
densed on the ceiling and walls. 
Good ventilation gets rid of this ex- 
cess moisture (and also removes 
Stable odours and keeps the tempera- 
ture down to a more healthy level for 
the livestock). And with this mois- 
ture removed, moulds cannot grow on 
the wood, and the life of the barn — 
and its occupants — is increased.

chores, you'll find that Spring calves 
can be sold at weaning time with no 
overwintering or as yearlings with 
just one wintering.” 

What about Fall calves? 

“If you’ve got a heavy workload in 
the Spring and Summer, you'll prob- 
ably find you’ve more time to care for 
Falk calves,’ says the Ontario Depart- 
of Agriculture Researcher, 
“Cows are usually in better condition 
in the Fall — and newly dropped cal- 
ves are likely to be stronger. Young 
calyes will escape the heat _and flies 
of Summer, too. Also, when Fall 
calves are weaned, they can be turn- 
ed out on pasture instead of dry lot. 
And beef cows that calve in the Fall 
often milk longer and the calves can 
take the milk longer before being 
weaned.” ’

Take a close look at your hay the 
next time you are tossing down bales. 
“It’s a good way to pick up last year's 
mistakes,” says O.A.C.’s crops ex- 
tension specialist, Stan Young. 

The reason for poor woody hay is 
that it was far too late when it was 
cut. Another common loss of hay 
guality is leaf shatter. The biggest 
single reason for leaf breakage and 
loss is bad timing of haying opera-) 
tions, or simply baling too dry. Seed 
on the grasses or legumes is another 
sign that the hay was cut too late. 
“The right time to cut hay is when, 
the most feed value per acre is ob- 
tained,” says Young. “And that is} 
when the alfalfa or clover is just be- 
ginning to bloom.”

One of the most appetite-tempting 


aromas ever to emanate from a kitch 


en is that of meat and stuffing but 
practically all cuts of pork are good 


this way. 


The bone in shoulder and leg roasts 
may be removed and the hollow stuf- 


fed before roasting. For loin roasts 
the stuffing may be tucked into a 
deep slit which you can cut close to 
the ribs for the full length of the 
roast. Or, if you buy one of the new 
boneless loin roasts, you can remove 
the string and put a layer of stuffing 
Detween the two pieces of meat. In 
each case string or skewers should 
be used to keep the stuffing in place 
during roasting. 

Stuffed pork shops, spareribs and 
tenderloin are good, too. With thin 
chops the best way is to brown them 
first then pile rather moist stuffing 
on top of the chops, sprinkle with 
paprika and bake until tender in a 
325 deg. F, oven. With thick chops 
Q-inch). a slit is cut from the outer 


25 minutes. 

For stuffed spareribs and tender- 
loins generally two pieces of meat are 
used, Stuffing is spread on the bot- 
¥ tom piece, then covered with the top 
one and the whole thing is then tied 
together.

THE BIBLE TODAY 


(By Rev. C. R. Rudd) 

The application of electronic com- 
putors to the transcription of books 
into Braille is likely to open exciting 
prospects for blind readers. With the 
aid of one of these machines, a 300 
page book can now be transcribed 
into Braille in one hour a task 
which would take almost a week for 
several skilled transcriptors to com- 
plete. Moreover it takes two years to 
train specialists of Braille, whereas 
the new method does not demand a 
knowledge of Braille on the part of 
the operator. 

The machine receives punched 
cards on to which the printed text 
has been transcribed and which feed 
every letter, number and punctuation 
mark into the magnetic store. Also 
stored are the complicated rules of 
Braille transcription. 

The machine responds to as many 
as 600 instructions in less than one- 
fortieth of a second. The machine 
transcribes 4,000 words a minute 
whereas a human being only does 40,

“Solids,” Miss Bly went on to Say, 
“are such things as lime and magnes- 
ja and other bone-building properties, 
For this reason, distilled water should 
never be given to babies except on a 
doctor's order.” 


Water found in gallon bottles up-

Canada has exported an average of 
288 million bushels of wheat and flour 
in the past three years, compared 
with about 200 million bushels in the 
10-year period prior to World War II. 

This represents an increase of 
about 45 per cent, a report by tne 
Economics Division, Canada Depart- 
ment of Agrirulture, points out. 
There has also been a shift in the 
relative importance of particular mar- 
kets, the report shows. 
In the 1958-59 crop year, 
amounted to 288 million bushels — 
the same as the three-year average. 
About 62 per cent was purchased by 
three countries, the United Kingdom 
(100.6 million bushels), Japan (42.1 
million), and West Germany (35 mil- 
lion). In the pre-war period, these 
countries purchased 118 million, 4.5 
million, and 5.4 million bushels re- 
spectively. 
During the last crop year, 87.5 mil- 
lion bushels were exported to Burope, 
excluding the U.K., 68.8 million bush- 
els went to Asia, 20.8 million to North 
and South America and 10,8 million to 
Africa, 
Compared with the pre-war period, 
these amounts constitute a 70 per 
cent increase to continental Hurope, 
an almost 700 per cent increase to 
Asia, a 10 per cent decease to North 
and South America, and a 25 per 
cent increase to Africa.

A group of British doctors reported 
what they believe to be the first ex- 
ample of prolonged survival of a mar- 
; Ow graft in a human being. 

The doctors reported in the British 
Medical Journal that the graft was 
still active after more than 10 months. 
In the past grafts have not survived 
for any length of time. 

The case inyolved a 30-year-old 
woman suffering from Hodgkin’s Dis- 
ease, a condition affecting the lymph- 
atic glands and eventually leading to 
serious anemia. 

The patient had been treated with 
xrays and powerful drugs. It later 
was found that the bone marrow, re- 
sponsible for the manufacture of 
blood cells, had ceased to function.
